DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

I. Claims 1-8, drawn to a method for preventing or attenuating atrial fibrillation 
comprising administering a therapeutic amount of HMG-COA reductase inhibitor, 
classified in class 514, subclass 423, 460, 548 for example. 

II. Claims 9-14, drawn to a method of preventing atrial fibrilation, comprising 
administration of a statin drug, classified in class 514, subclass 423, 460, 548 for 
example. 

III. Claims 15-20, drawn to a method of attenuating atrial lachypacing comprising 
administration of a statin drug, classified in class 514, subclass 423, 460, 548 for 
example. 

IV. Claim 21-26, drawn to a method for modulating artrial tachycardia-induced 
comprising administration of a statin drug classified in 514, subclass 423, 460, 548 for 
example. 

The inventions listed as Groups I II, III and IV do not related to a single general 
inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the 
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same or corresponding special technical feature for the following reasons: the method 
of treating/preventing is not novel, see Nakamura et al., which describes the method. 

The several inventions above are independent and distinct, each from the other. 
They have acquired a separate status in the art as a separate subject for inventive 
effect and require independent searches (as indicated by the different classification). 
The search for each of the above inventions is not co-extensive particularly with regard 

to the literature search. Further, a reference which would anticipate the invention of one 

group would not necessarily anticipate or even make obvious another group. Finally, 

the consideration for patentability is different in each case. Thus, it would be an undue 
burden to examine all of the above inventions in one application.
